WASHINGTON (AP)— Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s funeral will be 
held Monday at St. Matthews 
Roman Catholic Cathedral, the 
White House announced late 
Friday night. 

The body of the slain Presi- 
dent will lie in repose at the 
White House today and will lie 
in state in the rotunda of the 
capitol on Sunday and Monday. 

The President’s body will be 
taken a couple of miles to the 
cathedral at II a.m. Monday. 
There, Richard Cardinal Cush- * 


ing, archbishop of Boston and 
close friend of the Kennedy 
family, will celebrate a pon- 
tifical requiem mass at noon. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 
ident Kennedy’s body was re- 
turned Friday night to a 
shocked and sorrowing • capital. 

The big Air Force plane that 
had carried John F. Kennedy 
on so many triumphal tours, 
touched down at Andrews Air 
Force Base, Md., at 6:03 p.m. 

The plane, which bears the. 


American flag on the tail, 
taxied up directly in front of the 
terminal, and the presidential 
helicopters flew in close to it. 

it was a sadly dramatic mo- 
ment. 

Just before the plane came to 
a halt all the lights were turned 
out and the plane pulled for- 
ward in almost complete dark- 
ness. 

A quarter moon, almost ob- 
scured by clouds, shone down 
on the airport. 

Suddenly the flood lights 'went 
on again, a cargo lift was 
pushed up to the rear door. A 
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
